public-spirited ladies.

Woodbura, leading attorney for the 


defeise, was expected to make one of 
the most able efforts of his life, and his 
numerous friends were

pointed. His over twenty years record 
as a successful attorney for the de- 
fensd in several very severe criminal 
cases, "in Storey county and elsewhere 
called for further success. 


The main points at issue he regarded
